CROWD FIRES VOLLEY 
INTO THE HOUSE 


FURTHER TROUBLE EXPECTED 
OVER ATTEMPTED CRIMINAL 
ASSAULT BY NEGRO. 


Reidsvllle, Ga., May 21.—An attempt, 
ed criminal asawult last night on Mrs. 
Laura Moore, a white woman, at 
about six miles from Reidsvllle, by a 
negro, named Flem Padgett, was fol¬ 
lowed by the killing of four persons and 
th*' wounding of six others. News of 
the attempted assault aroused the citi¬ 
zens, w'ho immediately went to the 
home of the negro's father. 

He assured the crowd that hls son 
was not within and invited the posse 
to search for thenvselvea. As they ap¬ 
proached the house, Flem Padgett fixed 
on the crowd, killing a w’hlte man 
named Hare, and wounding four others. 
The crowd fired a volley Into the house, 
killing the old negro Padgett and two 
of hls daughters, and wounding two of 
hls sons, one of whom was Flem Pad¬ 
gett. the man wanted. 

Further trouble Is expected, but has 
not been reported from the remote set¬ 
tlement no-<iay. 


JUDGE RICHARDS’ OPINION. 


In an opinion submitted to the Board 
of Aldermen last night. Judge A. E. 
Richards, City Attorney, holds that tho 
franchises of the Louisville Railway 
Company on the streets of Louisville 
are valid, and that they w'erc extended 
in all cases ninety-nine years by spe¬ 
cial acts of the Legislature. S >me line* 
already have perpetual grants from the 
city. 

Judge Richards reviews the legisla¬ 
tion with State and municipal of all 
the roads w'hlch wore merged finally 
Into the Louisville Rallw’ay Company, 
organized in 1890 and now operating all 
the lines. 

The report w*as addressed to Alder* 
men Barnes and Cook, a special com¬ 
mittee appointed to Inquire into the 
rights of the compony to occupy the 
streets. It was not read ian night be¬ 
cause of the :atenes3 of the hour and 
the committee was given until next 
meeting night to report It. It was 
placed in the hands of the clerk of the 
board. 

The report finds that Central Passen¬ 
ger Railway Company was incorpor¬ 
ated under an act of the Legislature 
approved December 20, 1865. By on 
amendment approved March 13. 1876. 
the company wus authorized to ecM Its 
property and franchises. Under its 
charter and amendments thereto and 
ordinances of the city, this company or¬ 
ganized prior to June 19. 1890. the right 
to operate cars over the following 
streets or parts thereof: Walnut, Chest¬ 
nut. Baxter. Green, Garden, Bank. 
Thirty-third. High, Twenty-fifth. Wal¬ 
nut. Oak. Ormshy. Fourth, Fifth, Sev¬ 
enth, Tenth, Nineteenth, Twenty- 

eighth. Barret. Campbell and Logon. 

• • * 

Transferred To Railway Company. 

By a ded rendered June 19. 1S90. all 
of this property was transferred to the 
L*>ui«vlllo Railway Company. Before 
this transfer was made, the Central 
Passenger Railway # Company had a 
contract with the city dated January 
25. 1866, granting the company the 
right to operate over tho street for 
thirty years from that date or until 
1896, and to continue thereafter in¬ 
definitely until the city, by ordinance 
or resolution, should elect to buy the 
property. By an ordinance dated Oc¬ 
tober 12, 1880, the city postponed its 
right to buy for another fifteen years, 
or until aJnuary 26. 1911. giving the 
company the right to operate under its 
franchise indefinitely pending tho city's 
determination to buy. Pending this, 
however, an act of the Legislature was 
passed extending the charter of the 
Central Passenger Railway Company 
for ninety-nine years, which extend* 
the life ofg the cliarter for about nine¬ 
ty more years, with the right to build 
and operate street railway on all 

the streets controlled by the Central 
Passengur Company. 

The Citizen’s Passenger Railway 
Company was Incorporated January 22, 
1666. to take over Isham Henderson’a 
road, generally the Shelby and. Market- 
streets line. Thirty years waa fixed as 
the life of the charter. Ordinances 
were subsequently passed authorizing 
the extension of its lines to other 
streets. On June L 1372, the company 
sold its property and franchises to the 
Louisville City Railway Company, 
w'hlch sale was ratified by an act of the 

Legislature approved March 3. 1878.

Another Original Company. 


The Louisville City Railway Company 
was incorporated by an act of the Leg¬ 
islature approved February 15, 1964. for 
period of thirty years, and right of 
which had expired* when the company 
acquired the property of the Citizen's. 
Prior to June 19. 1890. it had acquired 
the right to operate over the follow'- 
Ing streets: First, Second. Third, 

Fourth. Sixth. Twelfth. Sixteenth. 
Seventeenth. E'rhteenth, Twenty-third, 
Thirty-third.

Louisville, Ky. f May *li>07.-sTo'the 
Board of Aldermen, and the Hon. W- W. 
Barnes and the Hon. Frank S. Cook, spe¬ 
cial committee.—Gentlemen: On April 2. 
1907, there was filed with the Board of 
Aldermen a paper, entitled the ‘•Report of 
Special Cummittoo on the Rights of the 
Citizens* Passenger Railway Company and 
the Louisville and Portland Railroad 
Company." In that report the commit¬ 
tee found that the charter of the Lou¬ 
isville and Portland Railroad Company ex¬ 
pired in March, 1874. and that the charter 
of the Citizens* Passenger Railway Com¬ 
pany, expired |n January.

1 
take it for granted tiiat what the injard 
and its committee really desire Is to 
know whether the Louisville Railway 
Company, which is operating cars over 
the streets formerly covered by the 
charters of the two old companies, has the 
right so to do. 

The Louisville and Portland Railroad 
Company sold Its lines to the Citizens' 
Passenger Railway Company in 1866. The 
transfer was made by commissioner's deed 
under a decree of the Louisville Chancery 
Court.

I totdlnunres granting the company the 
right to extend Its lines. 

By an ordinance, approved October 23, 
1S78. the city postponed itu right to elect 
to purchase for fifteen years (run! March 
9. lSrt4 The rotations between the diy 
anil the company after the passage of Utls 
ordinance wi re that the company had the 
right to operate its lines until March 9, 
1»9. and to continue Indefinitely there¬ 
after until the city should elect by ordi¬ 
nance or resolution to purchase the pn^p- 
erty. 

By an set of the Legislature, approved 
April 9, 1886, tho charter of the company 
was amended as follows! 

"An act to amend the charter of the 
Louisville City Railway Company. 

"Section L That the charter of ths Lou¬ 
isville City Railway Company be. and th» 
same Is hereby, extended for the period 
of ninety-nine year* after the passage 0' 
this act, and Its right to build, maintain 
and operate any line or lines uf street 
railway granted by its charter or amend 
ments. or by ordinance, resolution or 
agreement with the city of Louisville, be 
continued and extended for and during 
the sold period; to be operated by any 
motive power now or hereafter author¬ 
ized, and with or without conductors, a* 
It may think beef. And that hereafter the 
Gonerai Council shall have power, and 
may by ordinance or resolution, whenever 
It shuII deem It for the public good, grunt 
the said company die right a.id authority 
to build and operate such line* or routes 
of street railway, and on such terms and 
conditions as may be agreed on between 
said company and said General Council. 
All laws Inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

"Sec. 3. This act shall take effect from 
Its passage " 

Such were the rights, privil^n. and fran¬ 
chises of the Louisville City Hallway 
Company at the time it mode its deed of 
conveyance to the Louisville Railway 
Company undor dato of Juno 19, 1890. 
above referred to. 

Effect of tho acts above quoted of 
March 3 and April 9. 1SS0. amending the 
charters of tho Central Passengiw Rail¬ 
road Company and the Louisville City 
J< i ]v;iv C\>mpai*y: 

It w"l be observed tliaf each of these 
acts may bo subdivided Into four clause* 
Flrat—A clause metending tho charter 
"for the period of ninety-nine year* after 
the paesago" of the act. 

Second—A clause giving tho corporation 
the ' right to build, maintain and operate 
any line or lines of street railway granted 
by Its charter or amendments, or by or¬ 
dinance, resolution or agreement with the 
city of Louisville" during the same pe¬ 
riod for which tlie Hfe of tho charter is 
extended. 

U will be observed that this extended 
right is given without requiring the cor¬ 
poration to have the consent of the city 
Third—A clause authorizing the corpori* 
tion after the passage of tho act to build 
and operate such other lines "as may be 
agreed an between said company and said 
General Council." 

Fourth—A clause repealing all laws In¬ 
consistent with the act In question. 

There can be no doubt as to the mean¬ 
ing of each of these clauses, it only re- 
mains for us to determine to what extern 
they ore valid, and in doing this wo need 
not dwell upon any except the second. 

That the Legislature had the right to 
extend the charter for ninety-nine years, 
und to require tho corporation thereafter 
to got tho consent of the city before con. 
structlng any now lines Is manifest. Did 
It have the power to extern! for ninety- 
nine yours the corporation's right to op¬ 
erate its then existing lines without first 
obtaining the city’s consent? 

Section 163 of our present Stato Consti¬ 
tution (adopted In 1891) provides that “no 
street railway • • • shall bo permitted os 
authorised to construct its tracks • • • 
along • • • the streets, alley* or public 
grounds of a city or town without tho 
consent of the proper legislative bodies 
or boards of such city or town being first 
obtained." But prior to 1891 the Constitu¬ 
tion permitted the Legislature to author- 
lxe a corporation to construct u street 
railroad along the public highways of a 
city without tint: obtaining tho consent of 
the municipality. 

It is true that in nil of the early legis¬ 
lation in regard to street railways of the 
city of Louisville the consent of the city 
was required by tho acts of the Legisla¬ 
ture, but it must be borne in mind that 
the city’s control of the mutter was sim¬ 
ply du« to the acts of the Legislature, ajid 
not by reason of any vested right In the 
municipality. Tho charter of the munici¬ 
pality Itself was but a creation of the 
legislature and the same power could al- 
teT. amend or Tt-pegl ft jvuw «fm*\ • 

The. L gtslo^nrc. JiiiTI &’*re$fti ’& lj) an 
ndt approved April 19, 1^2. §tver* ta the 
"Kentucky Street RaIiwh^ Cbinpghy"' the 
right to btilld over certain streets wlfh- 
out flrsit obtaining the city's consent. 6u 
It seems to me that when the legislature 
In 1886. amended these charaters of the 
Central Pa«*t«mger Railway Company and 
tho Louisville City Railway Company by 
gi atntlng to each the right to continue 
the otK‘ntt1on of thc^r then exlWtlng lines 
for tho period of ninety-nine ywirs. aud 
repealing all laws Inconsistent therewith, 
the Legislature' was acting within Us 
powers under the old C\m«tltut|. ri 
There Is an lmpress.on In some quar¬ 
ters that In the recent case of Blair vs 
Chicago. ‘M2 U. 8.. 461. thi Suprsm* Court 
of tho Uhited ©rates decided that a Leg¬ 
islature could not extend the franchise 
of a street railroad operating over the 
atreets of a city without the consent of 
a municipality: hut on the contrary It 
was there held that while the l^eg/sla- 
ture might hnv* extended the life of th> 
franchise without requiring the assent of 
the city. It had not. as a mntter of fact, 
done so. or Intended to do so by the 1111- 
n»>ls ©tatote then under consideration 
I am. therefore, of th« opinion that on 
Juno 19. 1890, when the Central PassengM- 
Rallway Company nnd the Lotilsv lie City 
Railway Company made their d**eds to 
the Louisville Railway Company they 
were the owners of ai;d conveyed the 
right to maintain and operate thHr street 
railroad, for a period of ninety-nine years 
from the respective dates of thalr amend¬ 
ed charters (whether subject to the other 
provisions of their contracts with the 
city, above referred to, we need not now 
stop to inquire) over and along the streets 
mentioned In Their respective de*de. 

It would be out of nlac«» In this op'n- 
lon to Inquire what effect. If any, theee 
nets of 1886 had upon the existing con¬ 
tracts between the city of Louisville and 
the Central Passenger Railway Comnany 
and the Louisville City RAltway *Vm- 
pnnv further than to say that at least 
they do not terminate any rights those 
corporations truly have-had to occupv the 
streets und*> r their respective contracts. 

I understand the sole object of this In¬ 
quiry Is to ascertain whether the Louis¬ 
ville Railway Company has sny existing 
right, privilege or franchise over the 
streets of the city.

Kentucky Street Railway Company. 

This corporation was chartered by an 
act of the Legislature, approved April 
19, 1882 Its charter authorized It to con¬ 
struct maintain and operate a street 
railroad from the Intersection of Fife 
te*nth wnd Kentucky streets "along and 
through Kentucky street e<u*t to Hancock 
street, thence north on Hancock street to 
Main street; also from tho Intersection 
of Fifteenth and Kentucky streets north 
on Fifteenth to Main srtrect. with the 
privilege of extending and building along 
and over above named streets and other* 
.upon which there is no railroad, as the 
growth of the city may require." v 
After the construction of Its line on 
some of tho streets authorized by Gils 
charter the city passed an ordinance, ap¬ 
proved July 6, 1RK1. authorizing It to con¬ 
struct Its railroad, "beginning at or near 
the intersection of Main und Fifth streets, 
and extending on and along Fifth street 
to Chestnut street, thervre eoatwanlly on 
and along Cheptnut street to Brook street, 
thenro southwardly on and along Bro »k 
street to Oak street, thence westwrtrdiy 
on and uloryg Oak street to Fourth ave- 

Th« fourth section of the ordinance 

"Nor shall mid grant become effectual 
utilise and except upon the further con¬ 
dition that Mid Kentucky Street RaMway 
Uompany will not hereafter build, or 
Attempt to build, any line of street rail¬ 
way within vthe city limits unless au¬ 
thorized thereto by the General Council 
of said city, except the lines named In Its 
charter, and sfkid company shaUl apply at 
the next session of the General Assembly 
nf tho Commonwealth to so amend It* 
charter os to require the consent of said 
General Council to build or operate any 
oth^r line of street railway In said city 
except those named In the original char¬ 
ter." 

In compliance therewith the charter 
was anvnded by an act unproved April 24. 
1884. which expressly ratified the authori¬ 
ty to bufcld and operate a road under the 
provisions of Ktld ordinance and requiring 
the company thereafter to procure the 
authority of the General round of the 
city before constructing any other lines. 
The authority to maintain and operate 
over the streets mentioned In botn tho

Ths trUJ of James Hargis for the mur¬ 
der of James OocXrlU la near 4he end. 
To-4ay life traction* w«re given to the 
Jury and speeches wore made by Attor¬ 
neys George Hum, for the defense; 
Beverly Jouett, for the prosecution; 
G*v>rspe Wobb, for tho defense, and A. 
Foysl Ryrd. for the prosecution, the 
latter n*ikiivg a speech at a session of 
the court hsfld W-Tilght. 

<'oromnnw rail Lb's AUorney Allen will 
mako the closing speech for tlie pros 
i-.utlan to-morrow and EL P. Farrell 
will deliver the Annul appeal for the de¬ 
fense, and by noon to-morrow the case 
la expected to pasa Into the hands of 
tho Jury. After .delivering the instruc¬ 
tions to the Jury this morning. Judge 
I*arker asked to be excused from pre¬ 
siding further to-driy on aooount of the 
critical illness of^hls sister, MLfs Mary 
Parker, and Charles Kerr was selected 
to take Judge Parker's geat. Miss 
Parker died this evening.

of these three self-confessed accom¬ 
plices of Hargis, boldly declared that 
he would prove the guilt of Hargis in 
spite of what the defense called the 
'‘tainted testimony" of these three wit¬ 
nesses, and proceeded to argue the 
case on these lines. He declared that 
Curt Jett alone could not have killed 
Cockrlll, as It Is not denied that the 
shots came In volleys, and James Pat¬ 
rick and other unchallenged witnesses 
saw at least two guns pointing out of 
the courthouse window. He said It is 
not denied that Hargis had said he 
would not kill Cockrlll himself, but 
would employ the best lawyers he oould 
get to defend the man who did, and If 
Curt Jett under this assurance of aid 
and protection killed Cockrlll, Hargis 
was guilty under the instructions of the 
Judg* 1 and Jett’s entire conduct after 
the shooting showed conclusively that 
he did rely on such aid and protection. 
'There was still further evidence of 
such understanding and conspiracy 
shown, Mr. Byrd said. In the order 
which King Ford, Hargis* bosom friend, 
testified Fkl Callahan gave to either 
Jett or Britton when he shouted to one 
of them from the Hargis store. "Guard 
the court house,** and It was shown that 
this ortkir was given to protect and not 
to catch the assassin, ns no search was 
ever made of the courthouse by Slier 
iff Callahan or his deputies.

Beverly Jouett's Address. 


In hi* instructions to the Jury Judge 
Parker followed closely the ruling of 
the court a? Appeals which held 
that instructions of the former trial 
of Hargis erred In favor of the defense. 
The instructions state that if the Jury 
believes that th? defendant. James liar- 
gls, enteral into a conspiracy with cer¬ 
tain persons to kill James Cockrlll, and 
If any of the persons he so conspired 
with did kill Cockrlll, the defendant 
must be found guilty and his punish¬ 
ment fixed at death or life imprison¬ 
ment in the penitentiary. Also if the 
defendant was in & position to aid the 
persons who killed Cockrlll in doing the 
shooting, or to aid them by giving 
notice of the approach of danger, or aid 
them in evading detection or escaping 
arrest ajid was In *u>rh position for 
that purpose, he zhoukl be held guilty. 
However, <he presumption of Innocence 
is always for the defendant, and he 
canno t be convicted on tho testimony at 
an ftjcoompltco or accomplices unless 
such testimony Is supported by other 
witnesses. 

The most notable speech of the day 
was made by A. Floyd Byrd, who has 
been the backbone of the prosecution 
ever since, as prosecuting attorney in 
Breathitt Circuit Court, he gained a 
national reputation by his bold prose¬ 
cution of the Jackson, as.-asains which 
has landed Curt Jett and Tom White in 
the penitentiary with life sentences.

northwardly over Cavewood avenuo to 
Frankfort avenue, nnd thence over and 
along Frankfort avenue eastwardly to 
the city limits." * 

The Loiilsvllle Hallway Company be¬ 
came tho purchaser of this franchise, 
nnd Is now operating this line under the 
snjne.

By agreement 
of the attorneys on both sides Charles 
Kerr, a well-known member of the 
Lexington bar. was selected to preside 
during Judge Parker's absence. * | 

The Instructions given by Judge Par¬ 
ker wero as follows:

In this case, the crime so charged being

"Tlie Jaw presumes the defendant In¬ 
nocent until he ia proved guilty bey">nd 
a reasonable doubt.

Is such evidence 
ns establishes, 1w»y.,nd a rvusoniVde doubt, 
every' f*tot neo^nnry to constitute guilt, 
and unless the defendant hns l>een so 
proved gui’ty, the Jury should And hi in 
not guilty.

George Hunt, of counsel for the de¬ 
fense. was the first speaker. He 
claimed that the testimony of Anse 
White was absolutely worthless, as It 
had not been cormbc.mted by a single 
witness, while several witnesses for the 
defense had contradicted It. He said 
that the testimony of John Smith was 
the raving of a man who acknowl¬ 
edged himself to he a perjurer, a mur¬ 
derer and a slave to morphine and who, 
in expectation of Immunity, was abso¬ 
lutely reckless In svhat he said. Mr 
Hunt declared that In all the testimony 
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When court 'reconvened at 2 o'clock 
Beverly Jouett, one of the attorneys 
for the prosecution, began his nddress 
to the Jury. He declared that in hi* 
oplnh n the evidence introduced by the 
prosecution conclusively proved that 
the defendant, James Hargis, was 
guilty of conspiracy to kill James 
Cock till. 

"It Is true, as Mr. Hunt told you.’’ 
continued Mr. Jouett. "that many out- 
Ricle things have coipe into this trial 
nnd that the relation has tended to be 
bitter nt times, but such minor things 
ns these should not be given the least 
consideration of the Jury. I care not 
as an attorney in this casc whether 
or not Jim Hargis was a better Dem¬ 
ocrat than Jimmie Cockrltl, or vice 
versa, I rare not whether Jim Har¬ 
gis was elected County Judge at one 
time on the Demo ratio ticket and de- 
/eated on the same ticket at another 
time, l care not whether Iireathitt 
county was Democratic in 1902 and Re¬ 
publican in 1900 ns a matter to be t»ut 
before this Jury. The Uwnje Is whether 
or not James Hargis Is guilty or Inno. 
cent of the charge for complicity In 
the killing of Cockrlll, as made out 
against him by the grand Jury of Fay¬ 
ette county. I want to say In the be¬ 
ginning thiit I am not interested In And 
do not want the prosecution or this 
defendant unless It U 'reasonably evi¬ 
dent* that he Is guilty." 

Mr. Jouett suid that oil he asked of 
the Jury was that they should mudy 
the testimony closely and he guided 
by that Instead of by the rose-colored 
versions which might he offered In tho 
speeches of counsel for the defense. 
Mr. Jouett refold the story of Hargis* 
motive and connection with the mur¬ 
der of Cockrlll as told by the witnesses 
for the prosecution. Unking together 
the statements of the different witness¬ 
es until It made a complete chain of 
evidence against the defendant. Be¬ 
ginning With tho motive as shown by 
Hargis' bitterness of feeling against 
Cockrlll until the climax when, a* the 
speaker claimed. Hargis stood In the 
window of his store apparently encour¬ 
aging and directing the ftssnsslns. 

• • • 

The Story of Anse White. 


Mr. Jouett defended the petition of 
himself and Floyd Byrd, and declared 
that as they had been retained by the 
brothers and uncle of the murdered 
man they would give their best 
talents to securing Justice. Ite derlared 
that the testimony of Anse White, al¬ 
though the story of a poor, ignorant 
mountaineer, here all the earmarks of 
truth, and that It was sufficiently cor¬ 
roborated by the deaths from assassi¬ 
nation of Cockrlll. Cox ami Marcum. 
He said the statement of White that 
the pistol Hargis gave him was so big 
that It stuck up behind his ear was not 
Intended by White to be taken liter¬ 
ally. but merely to show what a mass¬ 
ive weapon he had been equipped with. 

He took up the testimony of Jeff 
Smith and said that while Ihe defense 
had pointed out that he had conferred 
with Attorneys Byrd and Jouett at 
Winchester they failed to mention that 
before he started for Winchester Judge 
Hargis had sent for him and had a 
lengthy conversation with him in the 
Hargis store ai Jackson. The admis¬ 
sion of Hargis himself that after he 
bad b"en told by Judge Flcenor "they 
have killed Jim ■Cockrlll" he made no 
effort as County Judge to have the as¬ 
sassination .Investigated or the assas¬ 
sins urrostod was strong evidence in 
Itself of Ids being in the conspiracy. 

Mr. Jouett closed his address nt 3:80 
o'clock and was followed by Attorney 
George Webb, who spoke for the de¬ 
fense. 

s • s 

Not Necessary To Prove Guilt 


When Mr. Webb had concluded his 
address court adjourned for supper, 
but it was agreed that a night session 
should be held, beginning at 8 o'clock 
to-night. At that hour A. Floyd Byrd 
began his argument for the prosecu¬ 
tion. After arguing the case as pre¬ 
sented by the confessions of Smith. 
Mose Feltner and Anse White, which 
he held was supported by the circum¬ 
stances and supported by a number of 
other witnesses, Mr. Byrd declared that 
Smith, White and Feltner were not es¬ 
sential to prove the guilt of Judge Har¬ 
gis under the instructions of the court. 
He said he would lay aside all of what 
his brethren- of the defense called 
"tainted testimony" and prove that 
Hargis was guilty by the testimony of 
witnesses whose statements wero un- 
queMlonod or by who were witnesses 
fur the defenae. He said that Curt Jett 
could not as the defense claimed have 
alone killed Cockrlll. 

Numerous witnesses testified that the 
tiring wan in volleys, and more than 
one, that two guns were seen sticking 
out of the courthouse window. But as¬ 
suming that Jott by hiin*»fft dkl kill 
Ox?kr1H, It had been proved by Capt. 
John Patrick and others that Hargis 
had said that he would not kill Cbck- 
rlll himself, but would hire the best 
lawyer he oould to defend the man who 
did and sit by h!s side on trial. 

‘And," continued Mr. Byrd, "faith¬ 
fully has he kept his promise. If Jett, 
influenced by this pledge, killed Cock- 
rUl, then under tho instructions of the 
court, Hargis is guilty." 

That Jett was confident of such pro¬ 
tection, Mr. Byrd said, was shown by 
his actions after the shooting, as he 
boldly came out of the assassin's lair 
In the courthouse and boldly walked 
through the Deputy Sheriffs standing 
in the door, and on ocrow the street, 
where the County Judge and 8henff 
w*ero standing. Ills eonfldeuc? was well 
founded, said Mr. Byrd, for he received 
Instructions for his own safety instead 
of being arrested.

IRELAND STANDS 
FOR HOME RULE 


Joes On Record Against the 
Birrell Bill. 


Three Thousand Delegates 
Assemble In Dublin. 


Measure Declared To Be Ut¬ 
terly Inadequate. 


JOHN REDMCND IN THE CHAIR. 


Dublin, May 21.—The largest, most 
representative and most harmonious 
convention that ever assembled In Ire¬ 
land, to-day repudiated the plan for a 
limited Irish Council, which was all 
the Lebcra! Govempaenit had to offer 
•n fulfillment of Its campaign promis a. 
This action killed tile hope of any Home 
Rule legislation by the present Parlia¬ 
ment, created a serious split In the 
■Vivernment’s forces and may have far- 
reaching results. 

The temper of the convention was 
;»!ain from the beginning. No one had 
a word to offer in behalf of the bill. 
Home Rule or nothing was the unani¬ 
mous sentiment, and the resolution re¬ 
jecting the measure proposed by John 
E. Redmond commanded every vote. 

The Irish pari lamentariants had been 
deluged with resolutions from town 
Councils and all sorts of official and un¬ 
official bodies since they arrived In 
Dublin, all denouncing the bill. The 
country spoke in an unmistakable 
voice and the Irish members of Parlia¬ 
ment cheerfully acquiesced In Its will. 


An Orderly Gathering. 


Dillon In the loss of his wife was 
adopted, as was another for the widow 
of Michael Davit t, who died since ths 
last convention and recalling Davltt'a 
Imprisonment for Ireland's sake and 
“the part he bore In raising the Irish 
peasant from a serf to a free man.** 
Telegrams of greeting from many 
Irish societies In America and else¬ 
where were read, after which Mr. Red¬ 
mond reminded the delegates that Ire¬ 
land’s fitntss for StHf-government 
would be Judged by their conduct at 
this convention,

Three thousand delegates came her 
o attend the convention and soon after 
he doors of the Mansion House were 
opened It waa Impossible to get into the 
mlldtng, which was packed most un* 
somfortably. The gathering was qui*^ 
>r than most Irish Parliament meet- 
ngs. It lacked the spirit of the old 
jonie rule gatherings, when Davitt. 
Dillon, Healy and other fiery orators 
Mul -the center of the stage. The 
vpeeches were temperate and there was 
Ittle denunciation of the Government 
uxe-ept for the outbreak of a priest, 
vhose attempt to make the bill a church 
ssue was rebuked, everything went 
imoothly. The American delegates 
vero greeted enthusiastically. The. key¬ 
note of the speeches and cf several res¬ 
olutions Introduced was that the bill 
gas an insult to, Ire land. 

Mr. Redmond, who presided, was 
greeted with great cheering when he 
•ose to speak. His first words were: 

“The heart of every Irishman In the 
sorld goes out to John Dillon in the 
lour of his great affliction." 

A resolution of sympathy with Mr. 


(Mr. Redmond then read the resolution 
on the Irish bill, which was clamorous 
ly cheered, as follows: 

Resolved. That this convention, repre¬ 
sentative of Irish national opinion, espe¬ 
cially places on record Its sound convic¬ 
tion that nothin*? can satisfy the National 
Association of Ireland or bring peace and 
contentment to our people hut a meas¬ 
ure of safe government which w:U give 
tho Irish people complete control of their 
domestic affairs. 

That, while wo have never wa vered In 
our belief that It Is Impossible to'prouuce 
any logical or workable scheme for re¬ 
sponsibility In Ireland, short of the con¬ 
cession of Homo Rule '.n accordance with 
resolution of the national directors of tht 
5th of February. 1 &9T. and with the pub¬ 
lished declarations made from lime to 
time on our behalf, we have been will¬ 
ing to give fair consideration to any 
scheme prepared by the British Minis¬ 
ters which in their opinion would be con¬ 
sistent with and lead up to the huger 
policy to which they were pledged; 

That having considered the Irish Coun¬ 
cil Bill Introduced by the Government, 
we declare that it Is utterly Inadequate 
In Its scope and unsatisfactory In It3 
details and should be rejected by the 
Irish nation, and we regard tho produc¬ 
tion of such a measure by a British Gov¬ 
ernment pledged to Home Rule as con¬ 
firmation of tho position we have always 
taken that any attempt to settle the Irish 
problem by half measures would be en¬ 
tirely unsuccessful, and we call upon the 
Irish party to oppose the bill in the House 
of Commons and press upon tho Govern¬ 
ment with ail their strength and power 
to introduce a measure for the establish¬ 
ment of a native Parliament with a re¬ 
sponsible executive power over all pure¬ 
ly Irish affairs, and at this crisis In the 
fortunes of Ireland we Invite all the Na¬ 
tionalist forces of the oountry to unite 
In support of our representatives In Par¬ 
liament and enable them effectively to 
press for the speedy and genuine settle¬ 
ment of the Irish question. 

• • • 

Mr. Redmond's Address. 

Continuing Mr. Redmond first denied 
the claim that he and his colleagues 
were committed to the bill. On the 
contrary, he declared the framers of the 
measure had refused his advice as to 
the only safe basis on which the pro¬ 
posed council could be founded. The 
Irish members In Parliament were not 
committed to any part of the bill or to 
the Government. They had voted for 
Its Introduction In order to fulfill their 
promises and so that the Government's 
proposals might bo srubhiltted to n con¬ 
vention. Summarizing his view’s. Mr. 
Redmond asserted that the Birrell BUI 
was not workable and therefore would 
end in disgrace and disaster; its failure 
would be psed as an argument against 
Ireland's capacity for self-government 
and its operation would result In the 
demoralization of tho Nationalist party 
and the existing unity, which was Ire¬ 
land’s strongest weapon. 

After Mr. Redmond had concluded hl» 
remarks speeches seconding the reso¬ 
lution were made. A. J. Kettle, a vet- 
! eran Home Ruler, was the first speaker, 
after which John O’Cailaghan, of the 
American Branch of the Irish League, 
aroused the enthusiasm of the dele¬ 
gates. 

“Do you think." he asked, “that the 
task of Mr. Bryce in America Is going to 
be made any easier because his col¬ 
leagues have thrown In th* face of the 
Irish people this measure, which you

Father David Humphreys, another 
speaker, proved to be a disturbing ele¬ 
ment. 

“Catholics and' Nationalists ore the 
same,” he sold. "The bill is directed 
against the Catholic Church. It w'ould 
drive the priests out of the schools and 
let In the devil. In two generations it 
would chnnge Ireland Into a France.” 

Father Humphrey’s speech was inter¬ 
rupted by many cries of dissent, where¬ 
upon he shouted that the convention 
was “packed with Redmond's crea¬ 
tures," and Mr. Redmond compelled 
him to take his seat for Insulting the 
convention. 

Joseph Devlin and Mr. Fitzpatrick, of 
tho American Branch of the League, 
spoke, deprecating sectarianism. 

Several other speakers followed, chief 
among them being Frank O’Connell, an 
Australian member of Parliament, who 
assured the convention of the sym¬ 
pathy of all Australians for home rule, 
and T. P. O’Connor, 

During the delivery of the last few 
speeches the delegates were clamoring 
for a vote on the resolution, and Anally 
at 3 o’clock Mr. Redmond put the ques¬ 
tion. There was a tremendous chorus 
of “ayes” and when he asked for those 
who were opposed to Its passage there 
was no response 

Then the convention rose, cheered 
heartily, and the delegates streamed 
from the hall. 

Will Drop the Bill. 

London. May 21.—The Nationalist 
convention at Dublin, having rejected 
Mr. Birrell’s Irish Bill, It is understood 
that the Government will drop it for 
this session at least and proceed with 
the other reforms which Its liberal sup¬ 
porters are urging and with which the 
sessional program me Is crowded.

The campaign for reformation of the 
State taxation laws was begun at the 
fifth annual State Development Con¬ 
vention. held In Winchester last year, 
when a State Tax Reform Committee 
was appointed to carry on the work. 
Former State Senator Charles Carroll, 
of this city. Is chairman of this com¬ 
mittee and at a recent meeting here 
It was determined to push the cam 
pnlgn for a constitutional amendment 
so that the laws may be revised to 
make taxation more equal. 

There was a large attendance at the 
meeting of the association last night. 
The matter of action on tho tax re¬ 
form question was presented by Thom¬ 
as B. Morton, who urged the necessity 
for reform In the present State laws 
on taxation and the co-operation of th? 
Retail Merchants* Association with 
other commercial bodies. John C. Lewis 
and W. E. Ambrr.se also made talks 
along the same lines, with the result 
that the sum of $1,000 was appropri¬ 
ated for the campaign. 

The following resolutions on the sub¬ 
ject were presented by a committee 
consisting of Thomas B. Morton, 
Charles M. Robertson anti John C. 
Leui s and were unanimously adopt'd: 

Whereas, The present tax laws of the 
State of Kentucky, under the restrictions 
of our Constitution, are of a kind that 
hinder the fullest development of the 
commercial, financial and manufacturing 
Interests of the State, and 

Whereas. It Is nec *ssary that this State 
should be In position to profit by the ex¬ 
perience of other States and to take ad¬ 
vantage of the progress made In the mat¬ 
ter of systems of taxation, to the end 
thnt the metrods of raising revenue should 
he adapted to changing conditions: there¬ 
fore 

Resolved. That the Retail Merchants* 
Association heartily approves the work 
thnt has been undertaken by the Joint 
committee of the Kentucky State De¬ 
velopment Convention. the Louisville 
Commercial Club and the Louisville Board 
of Trade, having for Its object the secur¬ 
ing of an amendment to the Constitulon 
thnt will give to the Legislature of the 
State wider discretion In the enactment of 
tax law’s; thnt will make It possible for 
this 8tnte to Institute from time to time 
such reforms In Its system of assessment 
nnd taxation as will enable Us business 
interests to meet with the competition of 
States very much farther advanced In the 
matter of tax laws, am! that will yield tho 
necessary public revenues without impos¬ 
ing upon any class of property a burden 
heavier than It can bear. 

Resolved. That wo recommend to our 
Board of Directors that they make a lib¬ 
eral subscription to the w'ork of the 
Joint committee and that they In every 
wuy support Its efforts.

ACCORDING TO JUDGMENT OF 
APPELLATE COURT. 


THE CASES IN QUESTION. 


Frankfort. Ky., May 21.—[Special.]— 
Tn upholding Judgments of the Camp¬ 
bell and McCracken Circuit Courts, 
appealed from to It. the Court of Ap¬ 
peals to-day held that, under a charge 
cf maintaining a public or common 
nuisance, such as a poolroom, “bucket 
shop" or other gaming houso la, It is 
no defense that there was no noise or 
disturbance at the place, nor that the 
community was not disturbed by Its 
presence; that all who set up, operate 
or promote a common gaming house, 
Including Its employes, are guilty cf 
maintaining the nuisance, an 1 that it 
can be abated only at the suit of the 
Commonwealth unless some member of 
the community suffers peculiar dam¬ 
ages from it. Tho court says that the 
way open to the Commonwealth to pro¬ 
ceed against such gambling houre? Is 
by indictment, where, upon a verdict 
of guilty, the Commonwealth Is enti¬ 
tled, as a matter of law and light, to 
have the nuisance so found thereafter 
abated. That it is not adequate to 
leave the Common wealth to repeated 
prosecutions. That the offense is one. 
In Its nature almost continuous, and 
that may require immediate cessation. 
The lundlord is held guilty of suffer¬ 
ing a nuisance in knowingly permit¬ 
ting It on his promises

Poolroom Under a Licence. 


“Tho record diacloses a peculiar pro¬ 
ceeding by which appellant operated his 
poolroom under a kind of license, as it 
were. The district of Clifton enacted an 
ordinance against operating poolrooms tn 
thfe district, and fixed his penalty at $10 
per day. Ench day. late In the afternoon, 
a warrant was Issued against appellant 
and placed In tho hands of the Marshal 
for execution. At first appellant wont In 
person and entered a plea of guilty. But 
afterward he setut his employe along w.Lh 
the money. Thus was this unlawful busi¬ 
ness tolerated, nnd Indeed encouraged, 
upon the payment of a stipend of $14.76 
per day. The conviction of appellant un¬

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The declarations of the court w*ere 
made In opinions written by Chief Jus. 

The 
questions were presented In cases of 
George Ehrllck against the Common¬ 
wealth and George Huber against the 
Commonwealth, from the Campbell 
Circuit Court, and Arenz against the 
Commonwealth, on appeal from Mc¬ 
Cracken county. In the first-named 
case the appellant was charged with 
operating a poolroom. Tbe second ap¬ 
pellant was charged with operating a 
“bucket shop.” The decision of the 
court Is of much interest In the cities 
of the State. 

In affirming Judgment ot the lower 
court In the rase of George Ehrllck 
against the Commonwealth ths court 
In part says: 

“Appellant wtui indicted for maJntaJning 
a common nuisance. The verdict of gui.vy 
fixed his punishment at $5u0 tine, in au¬ 
dit to which the count entered a judg¬ 
ment of abatement against him. 'i'nem* 
is but one offense charged In the indict¬ 
ment. and that Is correctly stared in the 
accusatory clnure. TO properly state the 
offense, the facts Showing It must also 
be otated, and If an abatement Is sought, 
a continuance of tho mftsance must be ul- 
fc*red. as well, perhaps, as a description 
of the place where It is ailowed. Keeping 
a common gnmf.ng house, which is held 
to include poolroomo Where betting on 
race horses is Indulged, to which .hero 
1* common resort for the purpose of bet¬ 
ting, and at which money or other prop¬ 
erty Is bet, wt>n or kxrt, Is per se a nui¬ 
sance at tbe common law*. A nuisance 
per sc Is any adt or emission or use of 
property or thing which la of Itself hurt¬ 
ful to the health, tranquillity or morals, 
or outrages the decency of the com¬ 
munity. It Is not permissible or excus¬ 
able under any circumstances.

SARAH MURPHY 
GIVEN LIBERTY 


Acquitted On Judge Pryor’s 
Peremptory Instructions. 


Says Commonwealth Made 
“Total Failure of Proof.” 


Katie Bryant's Alleged Mur¬ 
derer Beyond Punishment. 


DESIRED WITNESSES ABSENT. 


Dr. Sarah Murphy won extricated 
yesterday for the second time from a 
murder charge, growing out of an al¬ 
leged attempted criminal abortion. Her 
counsel, Joseph T. O’Neal and Aaron 
Kohn, accomplished her rescue on both 
occasions. The first time In 1902, she 
was freed from liability for the alleged 
murder of Stella Stork by a hung Jury. 
In the present Instance she has Judge 
Joseph Pryor's ruling to thank. This 
declares her free and beyond the reach 
of any possible punishment which rep¬ 
resentatives of the Commonwealth may 
feel should have been Inflicted upon 
her. 

Monday's ruling by Judge Pryor com¬ 
pelling the Commonwealth to go to trial 
and so cutting off all further chance of 
getting the only alleged eye witness 
with which the prosecution proposed 
to connect directly 'with the supposed 
criminal attempt put the Common¬ 
wealth In a hole. Yesterday's decision 
1 closed the incident. 

After hearing all the evidence the 
( Commonwealth produced. Judge Pryor 
j delivered a peremptory instruction to 
the jury to find Dr. Murphy not guilty 
1 of the crime with which she was 
' charged. In delivering this Instruc¬ 
tion Judge Pryor used these words:

"There being a total failure of proof 
| on the part of the Commonwealth to 
I show that this woman died under an 
attempted abortion and also a failure 
to connect It with the defendant at all. 
the court peremptorily instructs you 
to find the defendant not guilty." 

The Commonwealth rested Its case at 
4:10 o’clock and from that tin# ->n until 
6 o'clock Judge Pryor listened to the 
arguments of counsel on both sides as 
to whether the motion should be sus¬ 
tained. Both Aaron Kohn and J T. 
O’Neal reviewed the Commonwealth’s 
eevldence from various angles highly 
prejudicial to Its cause In their effort 
to convince tho court that there was no 
case sufficient to go to the Jury. 

Norton Goldsmith made a powerful 
appeal for the Commonwealth. He was 
the only one on either side to produce 
authorities with which to sustain his 
position. He declared that a perfect 
case of circumstantial evidence had 
been made out and cited notable in¬ 
stances in which the court had sus¬ 
tained the Commonwealth where tho 
evidence, he argued, was not nearly 
so convincing as that brought out 
against Dr. Sarah Murphy.

PARK BOARD WILL APP EAL FOR 
RIGHTS-OF-WAY. 


ens Will Be Asked To Donate 
■roperty For Construction of 
Two Proposed Parkways. 


Appeal will be made to the public spirit 
and business foresight of property owners 
in the Eastern and Western sections of 
the city and outlying territory to deed 
to the Board of Park Commissioners the 
right-of-way for the Eastern and West¬ 
ern parkways.

Mr. Mix de¬ 
nied the contention of the defense that 
the girl had died from kidney trouble 
and called attention to ^hat he said 
was the significant fact of Dr. Murphy 
changing her statements after the In¬ 
vestigation had been instituted. She 
first said that the girl had come to her 
place on Sunday morning, January 3. 
the day of her death, and that she was 
very ill at that time. Later she ad¬ 
mitted that she had been there since 
the previous Friday, but said that she 
had been under treatment for kidney 
trouble. 

In his opening statement for the de¬ 
fense Aaron Kohn admitted that Mrs. 
Murphy had told two stories about the 
time of the girl’s arrival, but said that 
It was because she was greatly per¬ 
turbed on account of the girl’s death. 
He denounced the statement of Mr. 
Mix because he had made no mention 
of what Coroner Kelly would testify to 
in the case. 

"Why didn’t you as a fair-minded 
man, call attention to the statements of 
Drs. Woody and Kelly, which will 
show that no abortion had been per¬ 
formed? The Coroner Is an officer elect¬ 
ed by the people and his word has 
always held the confidence of this court. 
Why did you slight him in your state¬ 
ment?’’ 

"Do you want me to Interrupt you, 
Mr. Kohn?'* asked Mr. Mix. 

’’Yes, sir.'* 

*‘We did not mention Dr. Kelly be¬ 
cause we are conducting the prosecu¬ 
tion and you the defense. Because we 
believe Dr. Kelly Is mistaken." 

Mr. Kohn suggested that the girl her¬ 
self might have been the cause of any 
suspicious marks found on her body, 
but. returning once more to what he 
appeared to feel was the cruel and un¬ 
justifiable neglect of Coroner Kelly be¬ 
cause he is logically a witness for the 
defense, he said he never heard of a 
murder case where the Coroner was 
not the first witness for the prosecution. 
Mr. Goldsmith immediately called at¬ 
tention to such a case In which he said 
Mr. Kohn himself had participated. 

"I remember no such case," answer¬ 
ed Mr. Kohn hotly. 

"Mr. Kohn remembers a good many 
things that nr,e not the truth," chirped 
In Mr. Carroll. 

• • • 

Father First Witness. 

William M. Bryant, the father of the 
dead girl, was the first witness offered 
by the Commonwealth. He testified 
that on January 3 she left their home 
at Buffalo, Larue county. In an appar¬ 
ently healthy condition for the pur¬ 
pose of coming to Louisville to tfhop. 
The girl died on January 6 and he did 


not know until January, 11 that she 
was his daughter. Ht* had never been 
notified by Dr. Murphy that his daugh¬ 
ter had died In her house. Upon cross- 
examination he admitted that she had 
suffered from typhoid fever In 1899 and 
thnt following that attack she had 
sometimes complained of slight kidney 
trouble. 

Essex Dawson, the New Albany 
negro who was In the employ of Dr. 
Murphy for nine years and who had 
married Mamie English Dawson, 
whose attendance the Commonwealth 
was unable to procure, swore that the 
Bryant girl hud come to the office of 
Dr. Murphy on Friday morning, Jan¬ 
uary 4; that she brought clothing with 
her, but that she put on a wrapper 
loaned her by Dr. Murphy. While wit¬ 
ness said he heard the girl complain 
of being sick he admitted that she 
ate breakfast ns usual on Sunday 
morning and was sitting up when he 
left the house to go to the barbershop 
nearby. Half an hour later when he 
returned she was dead. 

Dr. Murphy, witness said, sent him 
for some whisky, and when he brought 
It to her she tried to administer It to 
the girl In the hope of reviving her, 
but with no efTect. He sold that Dr. 
Murphy told him that if he was asked 
ubout the matter to tell that the girl 
had come there on Sunday morning 
and died soon after her arrival. I«ater 
when he returned to the house Dawson 
testified that he smelt burning cloth 
and discovered that Dr. Murphy had 
put & bundle of the girl’s things Into 
the stove. He also added the box In 
which she brought them as fuel to the 
flames. Judge Pryor held as incompe¬ 
tent questions relative to why Daw¬ 
son’s wife did not come to the trial 
and give her testimony. Dawson de¬ 
nied that he had only become engaged 
to the English woman after the death 
of the Bryant girl or that either event 
had any relation to the other. 

Police Capt. James Hendricks related 
the discrepancy between the two starlet 
told him by Dr. M.urphy regarding the 
girl’s death. He said that she had told 
him that the girl came to her house 
on Sunday morning, and after failing 
fainting Into her arms, died In a short 
while. However, when later confronted 
by whAt the Dawson woman had told 
Capt. Hendricks about the girl com¬ 
ing there Friday, she admitted that she 
had misrepresented. She also confessed 
that the girl had not come to her place 
In the old wrapper, but that she had 
lent her the gartnent. 

"She told me," said Capt. Hendricks, 
"that the blood stains on the wrapper 
might have been caused by the kidney 
trouble which she said the girl hod. 1 
told her that I wouldn’t believe her If 
she sat on a stack of Bibles and swore 
to a hundred oaths.” 

• • • 

Autopsy Showed Pregnancy. 


Dr. W. W. Woody testified as to the 
autopsy, held on the day of the girl’s 
death, at Boden Brothers' undertaking 
establishment. With him were Drs. 
Kelly and Albert, the Boden brothers 
aiYd Pres Hamilton. Condition#; indi¬ 
cated three and one-half months of 
pregnancy. He discovered the parts In¬ 
tact and so far a* he could see no evi¬ 
dence of abortion, though ho declared 
•that his examination was only super¬ 
ficial and not critical. 

Witness said that Dr. Kelly stood by 
his side and though ho examined the 
parts he did not touch them. He said 
that his examination was under the 
supervision of Dr. Kelly, though ho 
also had In mind the reputation of the 
woman. He placed the parts In a Jar 
and kept them In his custody at the 
City Hospital until they were sent to 
Dry. Weldner and Speers for their ex¬ 
amination made January 12* 

* Witness admited on cross-examina¬ 
tion that It did not follow that because 
he did not se evidences of an attempted 
Abortion that one was not commit¬ 
ted. He said that the examination 
made by Drs. Weldner and Speers was 
more critical than his. 

• • • 

Spots of Human Blood. 


Dr. Vernon Robins, who analyzed the 
blood spots on the Bryant girl s cloth¬ 
ing, said that by miscrope and chemi¬ 
cals he found to be what corresponded 
to human blood. 

Charles Ross, detective, testified that 
he had taken the Jar of viscera from 
Dr. Woody at the City Hospital labora¬ 
tory to Dr. Weldner. 

•Dr. Weldner, the next witness, when 
asked to give the result of hlB exam¬ 
ination of the parts, said that he did 
not know who had brought the viscera 
to him. He also did not know In whose 
care the jaT had been between the time 
of the first and second nutoposles. 
Judge Pryor ruled out this evidence 
until the Commonwealth showed Just 
who delivered the Jar to Dr. Weldner 
and the care Dr. Woody exercl84?d In 
Us preservation at the City Hospital. 

Dr. Weldner swore that he discovered 
a displacement which, if it occurred 
during the lifetime of the girl, meant 
an attempted abomlon. He would not 
say, however, whether It occurred be¬ 
fore or after death. Ho did not know 
whether It was done with criminal in¬ 
tent. He was not allowed to say 
whether w.hat he found could have been 
caused by an instrument. 

When asked the point blank question 
as to what had caused the girl’s death 
he said he could not tell, because there 
were so many other possible causes of 
death. He would not say that death 
had been produced by abortion. Judge 
Pryor refused to let witness give his 
opinion as to Dr. Kelly’s ability to make 
the examination. 

• • • 

Abortion Indicated. 

Dr. Llewlyn Spears, who assisted Dr. 
Weldner, described the displacement 
already mentioned. Ho said It un¬ 
doubtedly Indicated an abortion. 

"What do you think caused her 
death?” was asked 

"We examined all the organs and 
found no trace of disease, though w© 
couldn’t tell much about the heart be¬ 
cause it was .so badly cut and contract¬ 
ed. In view of these Indications and 
taking Into consideration the displace¬ 
ment, the death was due to an Incom¬ 
plete abortion. The shock Incident 
would have caused sudden death." 

Witness believed that the blood on 
the girls’ clothing was significant of an 
attempted operation. 

Mr. Kohn reviewed tho testimony as 
made by Dr. Spears in the Police Court 

"As a matter of fact, suppose there 
was no hemorrhage." said Mr. Kohn. 

"That’s a ridiculous question," said 
the witness, "and Til not answer It." 

• • • 

Girl Under Assumed Name. 


Thomas Hudgins and Susan Hudgins, 
his wife, to whose boarding-house the 
dead girl first went on the Thursday 
morning of her arrival, next testified. 
She left the house early Friday morn¬ 
ing, but returned soon afterward. She 
then paid her board and took her 
clothes away with her. She had given 
her name at Katie Brown. Charles H 
Boden, to whose undertaking estab¬ 
lishment the Bryant girl’s fcHxly wan 
taken, described the first autopsy. 

This completed the testimony fop the 
Commonwealth. Mr. Kohn then moved 
for peremptory Instructions for an ac¬ 
quittal. 


STRONG DEBATE. 


Articles of Agreement Cause 
Animated Discussion. 


EXHAUSTIVE DEBATE TAKES UP 
TWO WHOLE SESSIONS. 


ONE SPEAKER FLINGS COPY TO 
THE FLOOR. 


RICHMOND PASTOR SEVERE. 


Birmingham, Ala, May 21.—The ar¬ 
ticles of agreement took up the greater 
part of tho two business sessions of the 
Southern Presbyterian general sessions 
to-day. closing the five hours allotted 
to tho debaters on each side with ex¬ 
haustive addresses. The question is tho 
order for all of to-morrow, and It Is 
hoped that by night a vote will be 
reached. W. S. Flaming, of Columbia, 
Term., opened the debate against the 
adoption of the articles, and was fol¬ 
lowed by the Rev. Egbert W. Smith, 
of the Second Presbyterian church, of 
Louisville, Ky. The latter said the ar¬ 
guments against the articles were based 
on suspicion of the Northern church, 
from self-complacency and with fear, 
all of which were. In his opinion, un¬ 
warranted, as he believed the Northern 
church safe, sane und muro advanced 
in many things than the Southern. 

T. B. Frazier, from Harmony Pres¬ 
bytery, S. C.. said that the question was 
one of "life and death of the church of 
the living God," and In closing, dramat¬ 
ically crushed the copy of the articles 
which he held In his hand and flung 
it to the floor. Dr. W. M. Alexander, 
of New Orleans, who was a member of 
the Char lotto Conference, which drew 
up the articles, claimed that his pur¬ 
pose In favoring their adoption was 
that the articles would erect a barrier, 
mill up the drawbridge between the 
Southern church and organic union, 
and that as long Os the articles are Iri 
force, no union with other churches 
would be possible. He added: "I con¬ 
sider organic union a crljne until we 
have light" 

Dr. Russell Cecil, of Richmond. Va., 
based his argument upon the ground 
that the articles were useless and need¬ 
less so far as bringing about the de¬ 
sired purpose of unity and co-opera¬ 
tion were concerned, since the Pan- 
Presbyterian alliance filled that func¬ 
tion already. _ ^ „ 

Discussing organic union. Dr. Cecil 
said the Northern church was divided 
Into two parties, a comprehensive par¬ 
ty, which wants a big church, and U 
loose In the confession of faith, and a 
conservative party, w'hich w’ants union 
with tho Southern church in order to 
strengthen Its ranks. For these rea¬ 
sons, the speaker said, he did not be¬ 
lieve that the Southern church could 
ever unite with the Norther?! church 
and continue to be loyal to Calvanlstic 
doctrines. _ , 

Allen G. Hall, of Vanderbilt Univer¬ 
sity then minutely discussed the con¬ 
stitutionality of the articles, claiming 
that the constitution authorized their 
adoption. 

TEMPERANCE CONTROVERSY 
IS STILL RAGING. 


Developments Come Rapidly At Ses¬ 
sion of Presbyterian Gen¬ 
eral Assembly. 


Columbus, O.. May 21—The Presby¬ 
terian General Assembly to-day re¬ 
ceived and adopted a number trf re¬ 
ports. The assembly adopted a reso¬ 
lution declaring that fl,l</O,CC0 is the 
least sum which the churches can be 
asked to give to enable the board to 
properly carry through Us work the 
coming year. 

An Interesting feature of the after¬ 
noon session was the presentation to 
the assembly of the Rev. W. R. Evans, 
moderator of the Welsh Presbyterian 
church, who announced that a move¬ 
ment had been started In that body 
looking to a union with tho parent 
church. 

Developments In the temperance con¬ 
troversy, aroused by the antagonism 
of the Anti-Saloon League to the Inter- 
Chureh Temperance Federation cam© 
rapidly to-day. The standing Commit¬ 
tee on Temperance referred all the 
overtures affecting the attitude of th6 
church toward the league to- the Com¬ 
mittee on Polity, w'hich decided to rec¬ 
ommend that no minister of the Pres¬ 
byterian Church, as such, could be an 
officer or member of the Anti-Saloon 
League; that they could participate in 
the work of that organization only as 
individuals. At the same time the 
standing Committee on Temperance re¬ 
ceived and adopted a resolution asking 
the standing committee to define the 
duties -of the permanent Committee on 
Temperance, which represents the 
Church Temperance Federation. Tho 
whole controversy now' hangs on the 
definition of the duties of the perma¬ 
nent Committee on Temperance. 

. Fire Brick Clay Deposits Sold. 

Ashland, Ky.. May 21.—[Special.]— 
Judge Stewart Vincent closed a deal 
this morning with a big fire brick com* 
pany of Baltimore for his fire brick 
clay deposits near Soldier. Ky., and 
work will be begun at once on a fire 
brick plant that will employ several 
hundred men. The plant to be erected 
will cost more than $100,000. 


Chair Plant Destroyed! 

Bristol, Tenn., May 2L—[Special. J— 
The plant of the Empire Chair Com¬ 
pany at St. Ellzabethttm and three 
cottages adjoining were destroyed by 
fire this afternoon entailing a loss of 
$35,000. The property was Insured for 
$27,000. The fire originated In the chair 
factory.

ORGANIZING NEGRO VOTERS. 


Washington. May 21.—[»peclai.]—The 
Democrats here are searching the 
woods for an available candidate for 
Presldem in the event that Mr. Bryan 
will decline the nomination. Gray, of 
Delaware; Gov. Warfield, Senator Ray- 
ner. of Maryland; Harmon, of Ohio; 
Johnson, of Minnesota, Francis and 
Folk, of Missouri, and Culbertson, of 
Texas, are the names most prominent¬ 
ly mentioned. 

To-day another man was discovered 
by the searchers. His name is William 
Alexander Harris, of Lin wood, Kansas, 
and he has the following record:

Harris' Record. 


Bom In Louden county, Virginia, Oc¬ 
tober 29, 1841, his home being at Luray, 
Va., where he attended school; grad¬ 
uated from Columbian College. Wash¬ 
ington, D. C., In 1859 and from the Vir¬ 
ginia Military Institute in 1861, served 
three years In the Confederate army as 
Assistant Adjutant General of Wilcox's 
brigade and ordnance officer of D. H. 
HllliS*. and Rhodes* division, army of 
Northern Virginia; moved to Kansas in 
I860 and employed as civil engineer In 
the construction of the Union Pacific 
railroad for three years; accepted the 
agency for the sale of the Delaware 
reservation and other lands In 1868, In 
connection with farming and stock 
raising; farmer and breeder of pure¬ 
bred shorthorn cattle from 1876; elected 
to the Fifty-third CongTcss as a Pop¬ 
ulist. indorsed by the Democrats; re¬ 
nominated for the Fifty-fourth Con¬ 
gress, but defeated for the re-election 
elected to the State Senate November, 
1896, and lected In January. 1897, to the 
United States Senate as a Democrat 
and took his seat March 4, 1897. 

in 1906 was nominated for Governor 
of Kansas by the Democrats and cut 
down the Republican majority of 75,009 
to 1,500 and his friends say that he was 
counted out. The belief Is genera! 
among prominent politicians of Kansas 
that Harris could carry the State‘for 
President- He is no doubt a strong and 
able man.

In Republican Ranks. 


A review of the situation in Repub¬ 
lican ranks of several States tend to 
show that the Administration’s efforts 
•to dictate the next presidential candi¬ 
date Is not meeting with unanimous in¬ 
dorsement. The formation of the 
Oeorgla "State League" yesterday to 
combat this purpose of the Adminis¬ 
tration will probably be followed by 
similar organizations In other States. 

In Illinois the President first pfeked 
up Gov. Deneen to fix the delegates. 
There Is now little secret over the fact 
that the Administration is dissatisfied 
with the way In which Deneen has 
managed things. Instead of getting in 
with the Cannon folks he has done Just 
the reverse, and tho Speaker Is con 
sidered a long way ahead In the fight 
for the State's delegation. 

In Pennsylvania, after the Adminis¬ 
tration had succeeded In connecting 
Senator Penrose w’lth the $5,000,000 con¬ 
spiracy and it was given out that he 
could not control the situation in his 
Staite, Senator Knox’s friends have 
stepped In and bid fair to walk off with 
the delegation at the convention next 
month. 

In New’ York, the Administration has 
used the Federal patronage openly to 
punish supposed enemies and reward 
prospective friends, even going so fir 
as to try to Involve Gov. Hughes. But 
Gov. Hughes decllr^d to use his State 
patronage to further nia own legisla¬ 
tion before the Legislature and he de¬ 
cidedly declined to dispense It for Ad- 
mlniat/ratlon purposes. There is no 
question that Gov. Hughes is building 
up a tremendous following In New York 
and that when It comes to handing over 
New York's delegates ho and his fac¬ 
tion will have a word to say. 

• • • 

As To Indiana. 


There Is Indiana—Senator Beveridge 
has romped up and down the State and 
across and back again, and never once 
has made a broad? in the solid Fair¬ 
banks* lines. Indiana and Ilinols are 
like peas In pod In politics, and when 
the frlendiy rivalry over fuvorlte sons 
is over will probably be found united 
upon a candidate and one unlikely to be 
dictated from Washington. 

Ohio’s fix, of course, l» known to every 
one. Tlie Administration’s effort to dic¬ 
tate 4n that State has hopelessly In¬ 
volved the Republican situation and 
created a factional fight whose Influ¬ 
ence will be felt in the coming munici¬ 
pal elections aifd all to follow. 

In the fur West there is opposition 
to the Administration on the score of 
Its forest reserve and grazing policies, 
and there Is even talk of an outbreak 
at the coming forestry convention. Sec¬ 
retary Garfield is going West, and the 
politicians ai«umo that he will try to 
mend the gaps and strengthen the Ad¬ 
ministration fences. 

• • • 

In the South. 

In the South there is the usual sor¬ 
did and mercenary contest between the 
Administration and antl-Admlnistra- 
tlon Republican factions, with Federal 
patronage as the main bone of conten¬ 
tion. It now’ looks like if the Repub¬ 
lican national convention of 1908 is 
held in advance of the Democratic na¬ 
tional convention it will appropriate 
and put in its platform all that the 
Democrats have been contending for all 
these many years. Including tariff re¬ 
form. Under these circumstances It 
will be wisdom on the part of the No¬ 
tional Democratic Committee that they 
call the notional Democratic convention 
In advance of that of the Republicans. 

The "Republican Interstate League." 
formed for the purpose of organizing 
the negro voters of the country, to-day 
filed a certificate of incorporation In 
this city. 

"The success of the Republican pnrty 
In 1908." said one of the Incorj^rators 
to-day. "will depend upon the unanimi¬ 
ty of the colored voter in the Northern, 
Eastern and Western Btntes, If the 
Democratic party is united. In the 
State ami congressional elections of 
1906 the colored vote proved to be a 
more potent factor than it did in the 
elections of 1904. It having elected a 
larger number of the Republican ma¬ 


jority to the Sixtieth Congress than it 
did to the Fifty-ninth Congress." 

"It Is apparent to us that the situa¬ 
tion will ultimately necessitate the res¬ 
toration of the colored man’s franchise 
In the Southern States and the organ¬ 
ization of the colored vote north of Ma¬ 
son and Dixon’s line for the purpose of 
offsetting Demerit tic gains. Hence the 
necessity for tho organization of the col¬ 
ured vote, ns set out In the certificate 
of ln<N»rporatlon of the Republican In¬ 
terstate League, Is apparent."

DANGEROUS TO HEALTH OF PASSERS-BY

Knight Errant of Woman and Daughter Asks City Chem¬ 
ist To Make Analysis of Water. 


H© wore an air of importance as he 
stalked into Dr. M. K. AJlen'e office at 
the City Hail yesterday morning and 
placed on the desk before him a bottle 
filled with muddy water. Attached to the 
bottle was a e4i1ppli>g tag on which was 
written: 

"Water from Mrs. Buchanan's spring. 
Brownsboro road-’" 

"I want HUe water analyzed." said *he 
Individual with the Important air as he 
looked Dr. Allen In the eye. 

"What 1s the matter with It?” asked 
t'he Health Officer. "Has somebody been 
poisoned by drinking tho water?" 

"Not quiRe so bad as that, doctor," re¬ 
plied the mart, ,s but the health of Mrs. 
Buchanan and her little dnughter, and 
probably their Uvea, depend upon the 
n-cuht of your analysis. Why," he con¬ 
tinued, lowering Id® voice to a stage 
Whisper, "Ihfrre Isn't a day that Mm 
Buchanan and Iter daughter do not hive 
do |*i*s within two fe©t of a srtagrvuu p<#oI 
of wuier formed by the spring on her 
r .ncr. Worse than that, they urc re¬ 
quired to climb a fence within two leet 
of the pool before they can reach the 
road, and if thi* water Is filled with the 
germ#* I think It i* there is nothing to 
prevent Mrs. Buchanan and her daughter 
from contracting typhoid fever. The pt»ol 
Is an cvor-preoen*t menace to their health, 
and 1 want the water analyzed." 

Dr. Allen Informed the nmn that no 


d'id not think Mrs. Buchanan and her 
cktugliTv r were running much risk :n rae*^ 
Iv puimlng the pool of water on Lhclr vay 
<0 und from huJite, and that unyhow th-* 
pool of stagnant water tva* out of his 
Jurisdietkm. Ho said Unit the CM«*ml*t 
connected with the Health Department 
was too busy to give hk» attention :o 
suci* tnatterw as muddy water taken from 
a pool In the country, and advl&ed Ids 
visitor to return home and cease worry¬ 
ing about the pool of ffut-r. 

‘That Is only one instance of the many 
foolish requests made of tills dcparl- 
nven*t,‘* said Dr. Allen, In telling yester¬ 
day afternoon of hLs visitor of the morn¬ 
ing. "It has uo*L Ix'en such a great while 
back sine** a woman living down on Bank 
sHrret came Into my office and asked me 
tolexterminate a lot of cats that wer». in 
tihA habtt of breaking up her rest at 
nights. I reminded lver that we had to 
d**> only with matters pertaining to the 
sanitary conditions of LoutevjlU? m so far 
us they affected the health of the poop! , 
and then she flew ah over me In her rage. 

" 'What Is a gTemtrr ntena-’c to the 
health of people than u lot o*f cats tli.it 
fight and carry on lit night, keeping 
awake an entire, neighborhood?* id.u 
asked. 'I haven't, been able to get a 
good night's rest rur more than a week 
and I must got relief somewhere.' 

"I assured the woman thnt I could not 
help her out of her tnnrb’.e and *ho 
fl!<*urioed out of my office In a terrible 
temper. 1 haw never learned whether 
»he succeeded in ridding herself of the 
cats, or what measures she finally 
adopted." 


Now' Orleans, La., May 21.—The 
United 8tates Inland Waterways Com¬ 
mission to-day completed Its trip by 
boat from St. Louis to New Orleans. 
An Immense amount of data, some of 
It bearing on tho lakes to gulf deep 
waterway project, was gathered en 
route. 

Chairman Theodore E. Burton an¬ 
nounced that no expressions of opinion 
are now' ready, but that a convention 
will probably be held next January at 
Washington to aid the commission to 
obtain further Information for use In 
forming recommendations. From talks 
with the members It was learned that 
some of them wore much Impressed by 
the absencf of shipping on the Missis¬ 
sippi river. They noted the Infre¬ 
quency with which they met other 
craft; also* the fact that many river 
towns have almost no dock facilities, 
and that these towns have given up to 
ralliroad use the ground which prob¬ 
ably would be used f<tr river shipping 
purposes. 

Mr. Burton gavo out the following 
statement; 

"This 00 mmission was created not 
merciy' to study the subject of naviga¬ 
tion, but also to report Upon the waters 
of tho country os related to national 
development and the conservation of 
natural resources. The subjects to bo 
considered Include water supply, clari¬ 
fication of streams, water power, and 
all tho varied uses of waters In con¬ 
nection with Irrigation, power, reclam¬ 
ation, flood prevention, forests and the 
public lands. 

"It Is not the Intention of the com¬ 
mission to report upon any specific im¬ 
provement In the rivers of the country, 
but only upon questions of general 
policy. 

"The members of the commission 
have held meetings daily on board the 
boat. A considerable range of topics 
has been considered, but the members 
, do not feel ready to announce any con¬ 


clusions. Indeed. It Is desired that all 
subjects be very maturely considered 
before any report Is made. 

"It has been suggested that a con¬ 
vention be called, to be held at Wash¬ 
ington next January, at which shall be 
considered the conservation and utiliza¬ 
tion of waters and other natural re¬ 
sources. with a vlcw r to obtaining In¬ 
formation to aid the members of the 
commission In making recommenda¬ 
tions." 

Mr. Burton would not make a state¬ 
ment about the scarcity of river traffic, 
but said that the Increase or decrease 
of traffic and the condition of naviga¬ 
tion nnd levees were among the sub¬ 
jects Investigated.

City, seven boats and fifteen barges and 
Valiant, twelve barges for Midland ‘ The 
People’s Coal Company sent the G. W 
Thomas with fourteen barges and wlli 
send out the Charlie Jutte to-morrow 
morning with fourteen barges. The 
Reaper was inspected to-dav. and will 
leave for the A. R. Budd Company to¬ 
morrow with about fifteen pieces.

Exports of Manufacture*. 

Mr. William E. Curt!* states In the 
Chicago Record Herald that in the last 
oaHendar year we exported merchandise 
to the value of 32.403.076.555, “of which 
H.717.953.3S2 was pioduced In the United 
States and $719,000,000 was manufac¬ 
tured goods." 

It Is hard to tell where Mr. Curtis 
goifc this Information. The Department 
of Commerce and Labor, In Its Decem¬ 
ber summary, gave our total exports of 
domestic merchandise for 19C6 as $1,- 
772,720,580, and of foreign merchandise 
at $25,527,413, making a total of ex¬ 
ports of $L708,247,943. 

Of the domestic merchandise export¬ 
ed $248,897,752 worth Is classed as mamu 
factures for further use in manufac¬ 
turing. and $470,033,393 as manufactures 
ready for consumption. Of course, the 
merchaindtee in both classes Is the 
product of our manufacturing plants, 
but It Is a part of the total and not to 
be added to 1L The two amounts when 
added make very nearly $719,000,000, so 
that the amount of manufactures ex 
ported Is correctly stated, whije the totai 
of exports is wide of the mark. To¬ 
gether they make 40.55 per cent, of 
our total exports of domestic merchon 
d'lse. 

It is boasted that our manufactures 
are largely sold In the manufacturing 
centers of Europe. Of our exports to 
Great Britain 23.09 per cent. were man¬ 
ufactures and of those to Germany 
23.93 per cent. Since wo can sell such 
amounts to these great manufacturing 
countries, It seems strange that we 
cannot compete with them in pur home 
market without the aid of a tariff 
close to 50 per cent. 


The Third Term. 

Borne delver among the records of 
Congress has brought to light a reso¬ 
lution adopted by the lower House of 
Congress, in 1876, against a third pres¬ 
idential term, which reads as follows: 
"Resolved, That In the opinion of tills 
House the precedent established by 
Washington and other Presidents of 
the United States, In retiring from the 
presidential office after their second 
term, has become by universal concur¬ 
rence a part of our republican system 
of Government, and that any departure 
from this time-honored custom would 
be unwise and unpatriotic and fraught 
with peril to our free Institutions." The 
vote by which it was adopted was 233 
to 18. It la recalled that many of 
President Grant's warmest friends In 
the House voted in tho affirmative, 
while of the eighteen voting In tho neg¬ 
ative ten were Republican carpet-bag¬ 
gers from the South. But the unanimity 
of the vote carries with It little force, 
except as an abstract expression. As a 
matter of policy those favoring a third 
term for Gen. Grant would not have 
given expression to their wish in this 
form and at that time. When his name 
was before a subsequent convention he 
had 308 ' stalwart advocates and no 
doubt some of them had voted for this 
resolution. Both principals %pd adher¬ 
ents change their minds on such a sub¬ 
ject very suddenly. In tho Democratic 
National Convention held In Tammany 
Hall in 1868, which nominated Gen. 
Grant's flret opponent, Horatio Sey¬ 
mour, when his name was proposed he 
rose in his place and declined very 
positively, saying, "Your candidate I 
cannot be." But it r*/juired llttlo in¬ 
sistence to induce a change of mind, 
and so It has ever been. A Caesar, 
even, oould not decline a crown when it 
was proffered.

The"Joy" of the Hussion Lawmakers. 

The adoption by members of the 
lower house of the Russian Parliament 
of resolutions expressing "great Joy" 
over the escape of tho Czar from as¬ 
sassination and the frustration of the 
plot against his life would be more 
significant had the Social Democrats, 
the Social Revolutionists and the Group 
of Toll been present when the action 
was taken. Having been adopted pre¬ 
vious to the openlnig of a session and 
during the absence of the factions 
named, who form a majority of the 
body, the paper takes on the appear¬ 
ance of a to-have-been expected- utter¬ 
ance from sources having imperialistic 
predilections. 

It would be Interesting to the stu¬ 
dent of Russian currents to know what 
these dissenting elements—anti-Czar 
groups—would have done had they been 
present. Some of their orators have 
been diligent in denouncing the Czar 
and all hla works, and more than once 
have heralded their championships of 
violence and bloodshed to establish a 
revolution In the Czar’s domain; but 
whether they would have had tho grim, 
brutal temerity to oppose these reso¬ 
lutions of joy and congratulation and 
thereby align themselves with the con¬ 
spirators Is a question that must go un¬ 
answered.

AN INGENIUS CALENDAR. 

[London Tid Bits.] 

By committing to memory the following 
line* one Is provided with an easy method 
of stating offhand the day of the woek of 
any date in the present year: 

Jelly of my apples made, I Joyful atot 
8lckish often; no delight! 

Th© number of letters In each word rep¬ 
resents the date of the first Saturday In 
the particular month to which It corre¬ 
sponds. Thus "Jelly." representing Jan¬ 
uary, has five letters, so the first Satur¬ 
day in January Is the 5th of that month; 
"of," representing February, has two let¬ 
ters, so tiie first Saturday In February la 
the 2d of that month, and so on th rough 
all the twelve months. 

Each word of the twelve, excepting "of" 
and "I," has its first letter the some as 
the month it represents, thus "Jelly" be¬ 
gins with "J" because January begins 
with "J," "my" begins with "id" because 
March begins with "M," and so on all 
through, with tho above two exceptions. 

Having thus ascertained the date of th© 
first Saturday, the date of every other 
Saturday in the month Is got by the ad¬ 
dition of the necessary number of sevens, 
from which it 1^ but a simple step to any 
Intermediate day. For example, to know 
the day on which Christmas day falls thl^ 
year, "delight," standing for December, 
has seven letters, so th© first Saturday In 
December is the 7th day of the month, the 
second Saturday the 14th, the third th© 
21st; 25 being four days more gives Wed¬ 
nesday, which Is four days from Satur¬ 
day, the 21st.

Spring on the Pine Ridge Indian reser¬ 
vation this year means great activity 
among Its Indian residents, numbering 
now about 7,000 in all. Much of the sea¬ 
son’s work is well under way, and crops 
of corn, oat# and potatoes, in addition 
to thc garden truck, will be raised. While 
the land is eseeniially stock raising land, 
not being well adapted to farming on ac¬ 
count erf the drynes*. yet more Interest 
is being taken yearly in th© matter of 
farming, and this year will see probably 
ono-third more land under actual cul¬ 
tivation. 

The Indians also are giving Intelligent 
attention to the question of atock raising. 
So far theJr stock consists chiefly of cat¬ 
tle and horses, but it Is noticeable that 
the latter are Improving muah in quality. 
Instead of the tough tittle Indian ponies, 
inferior in all other respects, the Indians 
are now buying a good class of horses. 

Many of tho Indians are engaged. In 
the business of freighting from the rail¬ 
road at Gordon to the reservation, nnd 
often a« many as thirty or forty teams 
may be po-**ed on i'he road with supplies 
for tiie agency, and driven by Indian 
owners. For title? class of work excel¬ 
lent horse s are employed. _

CARS RUN AT NIGHT. 


FIRST TIME SINCE EVANSVILLE 
STRIKE BEGAN. 


Nina Strike Breakers To a Car and 
No Passengers—Police Dis- 
perse Crowds. 


Evansville, Ind.. May 21— [Special.]— 
The street car strike to-nig*h«t is as far 
from settlement as when it started last 
Thursday morning. All efforts to get 
the company and striking carmen to¬ 
gether to-day failed. Mayor Boehne. 
GUy Controller J. J. Nolan and several 
of the city officials have been closeted 
at several times during the day with 
the State Labor Commissioners, but all 
efforts at arbitration failed. W. H. 
Marshall, of the street car company, 
Issued a statement to-night saying the 
company would refuse to recognize the 
union at all hazards. 

From six to nine cars were run on 
the main lines of the city to-night for 
the first time since the strike started, 
and they were manned by nine men to 
a car, being a part of the strike-break¬ 
ing gang brought here by John Reid, 
of Chicago. Reid has his men well 
organized and the cars were dispatched 
wteh speed to-night, but there were no 
passengers during the day or night. 
Police have dispersed all crowd* on the 
principal street corners and up to & 
late hour the best of order prevails. 
Mayor Boehne and city officials still 
contend they are a/ble to handle the 
strike and stop all disorders and that 
the calling of the State militia will no: 
be necessary. There were few disorders 
during the day and only one arrest was 
made. 

National Organizer Fey, of the Amal¬ 
gamated Association of Street Railway 
Employes, issued a statement to-night 
Niying the men would not make further 
propositions to the company. He said 
the company had shown no disposition 
to make the proper concessions.

CHARGED WITH PURCHASING 
GOODS ON FALSE CREDIT. 


Because she Is alleged to have obtained 
clothing valued at $100 from John C 
Lewis * Co. by hnving the bill charged 
to her husband and was unable to pro¬ 
duce her husband to pay the bill. Miss 
Gertrude Simms was arrested at her 
home. 319 Stein Court by Detectives Daly 
and Walker at noon yesterday. She was 
lodged in Jail charged with obtaining 
goods under false pretenses, but subse- 
qoently was released on bond. Miss Simms 
Is an unusually attractive nffieteen-ycar- 
old girl, who would have none of the re¬ 
porters who sought to Interview her. 

The detectives, however, declare that 
she asserts in defense that a young man 
had Induced her to buy the clothing and 
have the bill placed to his account. When 
she asked him to pay the bill, she Is said 
to declare, he emphatically denied that 
he gave her permission to buy the cloth¬ 
ing. and have It charged to him. She 
herself waj» unable to pay It. 


Remarkable in many respects Is the 
story told by pretty Grace Jones, who 
alleges that eleven years ago she wn? 
kidnaped In Scott, O., by a circus rnan 
and until last Friday had remained In 
the services of the show. The story was 
first related-to the family of Joseph Cook, 
who lived In Ingram & Read's subdivision 
to Jeffersonville, and Just east of the city, 
wh£re the girl now is. The Cooks be¬ 
lieved the story required Investigation, as 
they did not know Miss Jones, were under 
no obligations to her and did not care to 
board her for nothing, as she is without 
funds. Capt. Clogg was notified and to 
him the same narrative detailed to the 
Cook family was related. 

Miss Cook has an attractive face, and 
her clothing is good. She says she Is now 
nineteen years old, and that her father s 
name Is Thomas Jones. Hls home, she 
says. Is on a farm near Scott, O.. or was 
when she was stolen. When she was 
eight years old a circus visited Scott, 
and her family hitched up the family 
horse and drove in to see the Bhow. As 
the parude was passing the child became 
separated from her mother, as her Btory 
goes. While alone she was Induced by an 
employe of the aggregation, who promised 
her oranges, candy and apples, to go to 
the tents. 

There, Miss Jones says, she was kept In 
seclusion all day, and when the show left 
town that night she was taken along. 
From that moment she became a circus 
girl. She was trained to ride a horse 
bareback, Jump through hoops and over 
banners to the same strains of the band 
every day, and make the same answers to 
a clown for a whole season. When win¬ 
ter came, she »ays. the show tent went to 
Michigan, and remained there until the 
next season. When the show started out 
she went along, and this was the pro¬ 
gramme for the succeeding ten years. 

Recently, Miss Jonas says, she became 
tired of the ring a# 1 decided to run 
awuy from the show The aggregation 
was at Elizabethtown* K>\, she says, last 
Friday, ami there shfc found an oppor¬ 
tunity to get away, but in doing so was 
compelled to leave her trunk, which con¬ 
tained her best cl.^hjig and some little 
money. She makes-’tm complaint of mis¬ 
treatment further than to sav that she 
was required to work hard for practi¬ 
cally nothing. Neither is It her intention 
to take any steps toward prosecuting 
those who kidnaped her. 

In her talk with Capt. Clegg Miss Jones 
said the show traveled overland by wagon, 
and had been doing so sinoe she became 
a part of it. She said it would bo in Jef- 
fersonvlUe Saturday. This did not seem 
to bother her, and her chief talk was re¬ 
garding her parents, whom she now wants 
to find, but is not certain where thev are. 
To complicate things further there are 
two Scotts in Ohio, one being a 1 railroad 
station In Carroll county and the other 
a post-office in Van Wert county, but Miss 
Jones cannot tell what county she came 
from. She says the town where she was 
kidnaped is about the size of Bowling 
Green. Ky.. where she said the circus 
show-ed before reaching Elizabethtown. 
Neither one of Scotts in Ohio is that 
large. Capt. Clegg Is at a loss to know 
what to do, but will probably take some 
stei’S to-day. 

CAPERS ON ROLLER SKATES 

Cost Sixteen-Year-Old Boy $10 Fine 
In Court. 

Cutting caners on roller skate* in the 
vicinity of the mtorurban station, which 
he entered several times, <x*?i Sylvia 
L’belhart, sixteen years old, $10 in the 
Jeffersonville City Court yesterday morn¬ 
ing. He was arrested opposite the po¬ 
lice station by Capt. Clegg and when nr- 
nugned for trial pleaded guilty. Judge 
Poindexter remarked thai he proposed 
holding roller skaters in check and 
would assess a fine of $5 and coats. tn«* 
whole bill footing up $10 It was the im¬ 
pression that a fight would be made 
against the ordinance as there has been 
much talk to that effect, but the boy was 
too unconcerned to do anything but plead 
guilty. 

A roller skate war has been on in Jef¬ 
fersonville for the past two weeks and 
those favoring the fad and these who do 
not have been exchanging some warm 
courtesies. 8o many complaints wert- 
made to the Board of Metropolitan Police 
Commissioners about roller skating on th* 
granitoid sidewalks that an order was Is¬ 
sued that it must be stopped. The board 
came In for abuse on one side and thanks 
on the other, but those who favored skat¬ 
ing succeeded in getting the board to 
modify the edjet so that children up to 
twelve years old could skate on anv 
thoroughfare outside of 8pring street. As 
a result older boys and girls have taken 
advantage of the board’s backdown and 
many grown young men and women slip 
out when the police are not In sight. 

There Is no particular ordinance In Jef¬ 
fersonville against roller skating on thp 
sidewalks, but Ubelhnrt was prospeuted 
under a general measure that declares 
certain diversions that are calculated to 
disturb others a nuisance. This, it Is 
claimed, will mach all roller skaters and 
the police declare the order will be 
obeyed.

Colorado must not 
he allowed U> mnnopollzo the water, eaya 
the court in effect, but both Staten are 
emtitled to u.*»e It exactly as if they were 
neighboring riparian proprietors under the 
JurlsrdlctJ'on of the same State, "Equality 
f right and equity between the two 
State forbids any Interference w'lth the 
present withdrawal of water in Colorado 
for purposes of irrigation." Justice 
Rrt*w<\r adverts to the fact that. If Kan¬ 
sas couM have enjoined Colorado and its 
citizens from abstracting water, Gkln- 
iiiTma, into Which the Arkansas river next 
passes, could have tak*-n the same ac¬ 
tion against Kansas. Such down-stream 
tyranny has at leaett been averted. 


FAKED CORONATION SCENE. 


Probably the most notable faked living 
picture ever produced wa** that which pur¬ 
ported to give a representation of the 
actual scene Inside Westminster Abbey at 
the King's coronation. 

The production was the work of an In¬ 
ventive Frenchman, who had special scen¬ 
ery of the abbey painted and reproduc¬ 
tions of the historical costumes made. 
Then a number of French actors were 
"made up" to represent the King, the 
aged Primate and other central figures— 
and remarkably lifelike they w*ere. 

The mock coronation ceremony took 
place at a quiet little village In Brittany, 
and the films were sent to London for re¬ 
production In one of the leading houses 
of entertainment. The managers, how¬ 
ever. made no attempt to Impose on the 
public, and openly confessed that the 
scene was a "fake."
